Many of 
the incidents in our own experience, espe- 
cially in our later history, which have 
been fraught with:the possibility of war, 
have been of such a character that the 
least untoward incident might easily have | 
rendered futile the best efforts of diplom- 
acy and good will to prevent hostilities. 


One such case, pregnant with untoward 


possibilities, came under my personel 
observation in Manila bay in the summer 
of 1898. For many weeks the actions of 
the German squadron that was “ observ- 
ing ” Admiral Dewey’s blockade of that 
Spanish harbor were such as fostered the 
impression among the Americans that the 
Germans were seeking a pretext for going 
to the assistance of the Spaniards. 


It wae not in matters of such importance 


as themeelves furnish possible cause of 
war, but in all sorts of minor affairs that 
the Germans kept annoying the American 
blockaders. There was constant failure 
to observe the proper procedure about the 
movements of the ships of their squa- 
dron. There was the constantly main- 
tained presence of a heavily armed and 
armored battleship in their squadron, 

when Admiral Dewey hed not an iffth of 
armor among his ships. 


Strain with Germany in 1896. 
This persistent violation of the pro-

Assassination Excuse for War. 

‘There have been several occasions in 
the last quarter of a century when the 
United States found itself suddenly facing 
a situation out of which it would have 
been easy to develop a war if there had 
been any warlike desire on van aent 
the other side. 

That, da the real danger. 

Wars themselves usually are the-result 
of deliberation and design, but the pre- 
texts ‘on which hostilities are forced are 
most often’ the result of fortuitous cir- 
cumstance. 

On the citeiiie this eietanaat: teavthie vies 
in Burope grew out of the murder of the 
crown prince of Austria in Sarajevo. 
The war has developed a great deal of 
information as to underlying causes, but 
that assassination was the basis of Aus- 
tria's demand on Servia, and that was 
an entirely sufficient pretext for all that 
has followed. 

U. S. Escaped War with Chile. 

An incident occurred in Valparaiso, 
Chile, in October, 1891, that would have 
furnished this government with an ei- 
cellent pretext for war if there had ox- 
isted any reason why we should desire 
to make war on the Chileans. 

Or if, on the other hand, Chile had 
desired war with the United States and 


had felt herself ready to make it, she 


could hardly have devised an easier or 
more certain method of bringing it about. 

There had been a civil war in Chile, 
and the@rebels had just succeeded in 
overthrowing the government and set- 
ting up their own party. There was 
a good deal of bitter feeling among the 
successful party against the United 
States because, earlier in the year, one 
of the armed vessels of the insurgents 
had been held “p:in the hartien of San 


Diego,..Cal., by United. States officials 
for violation of our neutrality laws. 


Mob Assaulted Uv. Ss. Tars. 
Under these circumstances an out- 
break of violence against Americans was 
not surprising. The opportunity 
curred when a party of sailors from 
the United States cruiser Baltimore went 
ashore in Valparaiso on liberty. 


They were assaulted by a mob. One) 


man was killed, another wounded so 
severely that he died next day, and eight 
or ten others were injured. The Amer- 
icans were unarmed, of course, and the 
Chilean mob was aided by soldiers andj 
policemen, all armed. 

It would have been easy for either 
side, if it had so desired, to bring on 
a war outofthat. Of course we did not 
want war and neither did Chile want 
war with us. But we came near being 
forced into it through the truculence of 
the man who was temporarily in charze 
ofifppeign relations for the Chilean pro- 
visieonah government. 

Apvlogy Swept Away War Cloud. 

To the demand of our government for 


tleman sent a response that aspersed 
the character of President Harrison and 
| his veracity. 

The United States was tn no condition 
then to fight even Chile, but it looked 
for. atime as if we were going to have 
war. anyway,. much as we disliked it. 

However, the Chilean government re- 
moyed the truculent secretary and re- 
placed him with one who had a better 
understanding of international obliga- 
tions. 

The apology and the reparation were 
forthcoming, together with a special dis- 
avowal of the insult to President Har- 


The point of the matter which has spe- 
cial significance at this time, however

Italian Lynching Stirs Trouble. 

That same year of 1891 saw another inci- 
dent that presented a situation containing 
somewhat similar Pree oe Whe toe 
the United States, 

This time the affair that might ha 
been made a pretext for ‘ear eocureinn ia 
the United States. It was the lynching, in 
New Orleans, of eleven Italians who were 
accused of complicity in the murder of 
the chief of police of that city. _ . 

Most of the men lynched had take out} 
natu papers, but three oe four 
of them were still Italian citizens. . The} 
Italian government acted so promptly 
that fts Tepresentations were submitted 
to Secretary Blaine at the state depart- 
ment on the day after the lynching. 

It wanted assurance of “ immediate and 
energetic measures for the protection of 
Italians in- New Orleans and the punish- 
ment of the persons *’ who were concerned 
in the iynching. Within a few days it 
amplified this by demanding “ official as- 
suratice by the federal government that 
the guilty parties should be brougn:< to 
trial” ‘and “ the recognition, in principle, 
that en indemnity is due Sone Sere 


oc- | injustice and the consequent loss of na~ 


+a willingness to arbitrate the title to a 


tutional system, The tederal covernitent 
Was not sesponsible for the policing of 
New Orleans. That power is specifically 
reserved in our constitution to the states. 

Yet our treaty with Italy guaranteed to 
the citizens of that’ country while in the 
United States “ the most constant protec- 
tion and security for theft persons and 
property.” The utmost that our govern- 
ment could do was to ask the state of 
Louisiana to exercise all diligence in the 
effort to bring the guilty persons to pun- 
ishment and to ask congress for relief tor 
‘| the families of the victims. 

The grand jury at New Orleans did not 
even indict, any of the lynchers, and so 
none of them was ever brought to trial, 
much less punished. 

There was the federal government, oblt- 
gated by treaty to Italy to protect her 
citizens in this country, but with no power 
whatever to furnish that protection, and 
bound by every moral consideration to 
make reparation for injury whith it could 
not punish, President Harrison’s only re- 
course was'to ask congress to make an 
appropriation to cover an indemnity. If 
congress chose to doso, well and good. If. 
‘not, the president could not oomnel ity an 
whag then? 


’ ‘Italy Did Not Beek Strife... 

” Obvidusiy’ it all depended upon Italy as 
to what the outcome of the affair should 
be. If it suited the purposes ofthe Italian | 
government at that juncture to have’ war 
with the United States the people of New 
Orleans had furnished the pretext. and | 
nothing that our government could say } 
or do would prevent theissue. ~ 

We had neither desire nor ground for 
war with Itely, but that did not make the 
slightest difference ‘unter the eee 
stances. 

Fortunately for ua Italy had no Seaton 
for war with the United States, and 
the end the incident was settled amicably 
by the joint action of the administration 
in expressing regret for it and of congress 


in appropriating $24,000 for the families of | 


the victims, 

But if Italy had. wonted was thewe weed 
just one way tn which we might have in- 
fluenced her not to force the issue, and 
that was by making such a show of 
strength and readiness as would have 
served to restrain her belligerent tenden- 
cles. Nothing else would have counted. 


Faced War with Great Britain. 
These two incidents have illustrated |. 
how the pretext may be found in the coun- 
try of either side to a possible conflict 
of arms. 

The pretext may be found in an incident 
occurring in a third country, however, 
and especially is that the fact where the 
United States is concerned. 

For in our celebrated and beloved Mon- 
roe doctrine we have given a hostage to 
roilitary fortune which on more than one 
occasion has brought us to serious con- 
templation of the possibility of war on ac- 
count of something that has. happened 
far away from our borders. | 

Probably the most serious case of this 
kind was the controversy with England 
that came to its crisis in the fall of 1895, 
when it reached a stage g¢ Crifigal that 
President Cleveland submitted the*wHole 
matter to congress in a speciel message 
which he closed with these stirring words:

Here was the president of the United’ 
States telling the people and the world 
that he understood that war might follow 
from his action, but that there were things 
worse than war, and that he was ready to | 
face the consequences of what he had 
done and what he recommended should be 
done. 

This crisis arose over the action of 
Great Britain in South America. She 
was in a dispute with Venezuela over the 
boundary line. between that country and 
the territory of British Guiana. Great 
Britain’s title to Guiana had been ob- 
tained by conquest about the close of the 
eighteenth century and was therefore 


older than the Monroe doctrine iteelf, as | 


well as older than the independent —_ 
of Venezuela. 

But for many years before the 
crisis of 1896 there had been a contro- 
versy between Venezuela and Great 
Britain over this boundary line. Ven- 
ezuela had endeavored persistently to se- 
cure a. settlement of the question, and 
often had asked Great Britain to submit 
the entire controversy to-arbitration. 

England had never agreed to such an 
arbitration, although she had expressed 


certain part of the territory she claimed 


which lay a little beyond a line which she | 


proposed herself first toestablish. It was 
contended by Venezuela that England ha. 
at different times advanced different lines 
as the boundary, but that each new line 
involved a new encroachment upon terri.

Urged England to Arbitrate. 

. Im 1896. the United States, gravely con- 
corned in all this on account of the Monroe 
doctrine, took the matter up with | the 
British government and 
agree to arbitration. The r of Mr. 
Olney, secretary of state, was presented 
to Lord Salisbury, the British premier, in 
July. Not until November did Lord Salis- 
‘bury answer, and then his reply was a de- 
nial of the propositions advanced by this 
government and a refusal) to submit the 
whole matter to arbitration. . 

- Thus far we had proceeded without at- 
tempting to express an opinion as to the 
merits of the controversy or as to the 
right or wrong of either side.

But when Great Britain‘s reply was re- 
ceived President Cleveland was ready to 
take a definite stand.

> Great Britain was not willing to pay 
the price of war with us for a few thou- 
sand square miles of tropical territory 
‘in.

We had furnished the situation on

_. Seach Lesson in Defense. 
‘These cases are not fanciful, and their 
application is not strained. They teach 
a lesson so direct, so plain, so forcible, 
henas it-is astounding the people of the 
United States have not learned it long

There is no other nation on the globe so 
potentially powerful that so gayly and 
carelessly and persistently ignores the 
striking teaching of its own history. 

Even today we are facing a situation 
impregnated with the elements of danger, 
ig yet very few of us pay rea! heed to

In all of the in¢idents cited we have had | 
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the extreme good. deicead to find the 
other side disinclined to push or permit 
matters to go to a crisis. 

But there is a very powerful nation to 
which we have given most serious and 
repeated affront, and which we are lable 


to find is of a different temper regarding 


the settlement. That is Japan. 


Afford Japs Cause for War. 

In a dozen different ways we have 
‘offended: the dignity and the pride of the 
‘Japanéae, We have denied them racial 
and social equality. —

; PACIFIST FALLACIES. 

Tue Trisune js in receipt of the following com- 
munication from Dr. David Starr Jordan, the head 
of the extremist peace propaganda in the United 
States. : 

“Editor of The Tribune: There may be various 
ways of minimizing the peril of defeat. Exforced 
service, with warships and forts, in the European 
fashion, may be one of these ways. But the Euro- 
pean experiment has destroyed Europe. There is 
but one way to avert the peril of war, and that Is 
quietly and soberly to remove any just grievances 
any other nation may have against us, at the 
same time ceasing to think or to talk of war as 
inevitable, or as anything but a last resort in; 
case of attack by some nation out of its senses.” 

Dr. Jordan begins with a pretended concession, | 
namely: that “enforced service, with warships and 
forts, in the European fashion” may be one of the 
ways of minimizing the peril of defeat. 

Having offered this concession to common sense, 
Dr. Jordan proceeds to erase it with this extremely 
characteristic assertion: “ But the European experi- 
ment has destroyed Europe.” : 

In the same manner Dr. Jordan before the war 
was conceding that a general European war was 
intellectually conceivable and in the next moment 
making the concession worthless by assuring us 
that such a war was in fact impossible because 
of the bankers and the advance of democracy. The 
irreverent refutation of this theory by events has 
not seemed to shock Dr. Jordan into more careful 
statement. He now announces that Europe is | 
“destroyed.” — | 

Dr. Jordan proceeds with his usual certainty to 
assure us that “there is but one way to avert the 
peril of war, and that is quietly an@ soberly to 
remove any just grievance any other nation may 
have against us, at the same time ceasing to think 
or to talk of war as inevitable, or as anything but 
a last resort incase of attack by some nation out 
of its senses.” ‘ae 
_ Jt does not seem to have entered into the con- 
sideration of Dr. Jordan that what may be viewed 
as a “ just ” by one side of a controversy 
may be viewed as @ right, even a necessity, by the 
other, and that the reality might be that there was 
neither a “grievance” nor a right nor a necessity 
on either side, but simply two incompatible inter- 
ests. “Quietly and soberly to remove a just griev- 
ance” in such case might mean removing or sur- 
rendering a substantial interest which one or both 
would rather make war than surrender. ; 

Dr. Jordan finds it very easy to propose removing 
any just grievance. It is the comfortable privilege 
of the doctrinaire. Statesmen of genius and high 
devotion to peace have not always found it easy, 
have, sometimes, as in the case of our forbears of 


To prove that war is wasteful; economically 
profitable, and inconclusive, is to make war 
probable. It will not “avert the peril of war, 
even when all statesmen and nations accept 
proof, because war, except to the shallow theorist, 
often ‘is a clash of wills which has its sources deeper 
than considerations of mere materia] profit. Perhaps 
to purify and ennoble these sources wil] eliminate 
war, but that process, as history or the daily experi- 
ence of common life revedls to any one who will 
think honestly; is a rather slow one and will not 
be miraculously accelerated even by the adjurations 
of Dr. Jordan and the peace extremists, 

The pacifist policy of Dr. Jordan and his group 
is based apparently on the assumption that the peril 
of war will arise only within ourselves; that if -ze 
the people of the United States do not cause “any 
just grievances” in others we need not fear “any 


| Oe just grievances” to be caused by others; if we are 


| upon our shores ig the belief of many. 


| mot aggressors, no other nation will ever indulge 
fim aggressions upon us. It is a grotesque notion, 
but what else can explain the opposition of 
| group to every important measure for bringing our 
| defenses up to modern conditions? From this point 
of view, it may be conceded, the counsel of national 
defense is worse than useless. It might be a provo- 
cation! From this point of view, any increase of 
the army or navy, however small, any provisioa 
for a reserve of men or supplies, any preparation 
whatsoever is worse than waste. It might set the 
war fever aflame in our inflammable bosome—the 
only inflammable material in the human race! 
To work for the. advancement of a system of 
arbitral justice, to educate ourselves as to the cost 
and consequences of war, to labor for the strength- 
ening of all friendly ties and mutua) appreciation 
with other peoples, to devise proper checks upon 
secret, selfish, and hasty policies in foreign relations, 
while intelligently recognizing the instability of 
international relations, the clash of interests or 
fancied interests and the infirmities of human char- 
acter in nations as in men, this is really to work 
for peace. Such recognition is the basis of our 
demand that the United States shal] not be physi- 
cally defenseless or feeble in a world not yet domi-. 
nated by the golden rule. 


THE REAL IMMIGRATION ISSUE. 
One of the events of the. week has been the 
veto of the immigration bill. 

Whether the veto wil! prevail remains to be seen. 
Tue Trisune hopes at any rate that the contro- 
versy from this point wil] emerge from the curious 
atmospliere of unreality in which it has remained 
and proceed upon frank and relevant lines to a 
eandid and conclusive decision. | 
Up to this moment the real issue has not been 
faced. The debate in congress and the discussion 
in the veto message were really largely irrelevant 
because they avoided the essential object of the 
bill. They dealt at length with the justice or effi- 
cacy of the literacy test. The president justified 
his veto on the ground that the bill prescribed tests 
that were arbitrary and reversed our traditional 
policy of the open gate and the privilege of asylum. 
But the literacy test was not the real issue. Re- 
striction was the real issue. The literacy test 
was adopted for want of a better device and in 
lieu of direct restriction. Senator Lodge alone 
brought this out when at the conference at the 
White House he told the president that, in fact, 
the literacy test was not brought forward as a 
qualitative check, nor defended as a satisfactory 
test of character or economic fitness. A quantita- 
tive check was desired, but this reality was evaded 
by congress, and not unnaturally the president met 
congress on the grounds it had prepared. 

This subterfuge now should be put aside and 
the basic question of restriction frankly and tfor- 
oughly considered. Not only is it demoralizing to 
determine the fate of an important piece of legis- 
lation, whether in its favor or againet it, or ir- 
relevant or merely ostensible grounds, but in this 
case the real question at issue is so serious as to 
demand the most courageous, thoughtful, and 
candid handling. | 

It is apparent that the sentiment in favor 

additional checks upon the inflow of aliens has 
grown steadily and, of late, very rapidly. The large 
majorities given the bill are only the most obvious 
evidence of this feeling.

ment emphasizes the fear. The violence of foreign 
nationalism aroused by the wat has given many 
thoughtful Americans disquietude and thrown a 
new light on the process of Americanization. More 
seriously, perhaps, than ever in our history men 
of all classes are considering whether, conditions 
being what. they are, we ought not to put some 
restraint upon our traditional] hospitality in a spirit 
of rational self-protection, entirely divorced from 
prejudices of any variety, racial, religious, or what 
not. 


On the other hand, liberal immigrationists appeal 
to the nople traditions of our past, deny that the 
war will result in an unusual inflow of dliens, de- 
clare that America still has ample room and un- 


questioned need for what the immigrant brings 


us of brawn and brain. 

Here is presented an issue which ought not to 
be shirked or determined on insincere superficial 
or illusory grounds. It should be openly, intelli- 
gently, and frankly debated and our immigration 
policy should be the result of such deliberation, 
not of a political struggle in which everything ap- 
pears but the truth | 

It might be that a direct restriction measure 
limited as to time would be the best mode of rais- 
ing an unescapable issue, but if the present bill is 
ingisted upon, the effort to override the presidential 
veto should be placed honestly on the grounds of 
restriction. | 7

Sir Charies is regarded as one of the cleverest 
men in the British naval service. He has been 
accredited as naval atteché at most of the great 
maritime powers, and was in Japan at the time 
of her war with Russia. In fact, he may be said 
te have been behind the scenes as far as thé 
Japanese were concerned; initiated by them intc 
many of their secrets, and was on the flagship 
of Admiral Togo when he go signally defeated 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s Russian armada in the 
sea of Tsushima. 

He is the inventor of all sorte of naval con- 
trivances, among others of the particular especies 
of mine and automatic depth gear, which sank 
}the Russian battleship Petropaviovsk off Port 
Arthur, in the early days of the siege of that 
stronghold. 

Most of the ship's officers and crew were lost, 
including Admiral Makaroff. then naval comman- 
der in chief in the far east, and his guest, the 
famous painter, Verestchagin. The few survivors 
included Grand Duke Cyril, who, after the little 
czarovitch, stands next in the line of succession 
to the Muscovite throne. 

Sir Charles Ottley was oné of the British pleni- 
potentiaries at the naval congress held in London 
some seven years ago, hag been’ secretary of the 
committee of naval defense, director of naval in- 
telligence, and naval delegate to the peace con- 
ference of The Hague in 1907. On that occasion, 
while still a captain, and before attaining flag 
rank, he received the knight commandership of 
the Order of St. Michael and St. George.

Sir Edward Macnaghten, who has just through 
hia father’s death succeeded to the baronetcy and 
to the chieftainship of 
the ancient Scottish 
clan of Macnaghten, is 
but 19 years of age and 
serving at the front in 
France as a second 
lieutenant of the Royal 
Irish regiment. 

The Macnaghtens, 
who figured with dis- 
tinction at the battle of 
Fiodden, claim remote 
descent from the Pic- 
tish kings, and were 
for several centuries 
Thanes of Loch Tay. 
Their ancestral home, 
Durderave Castle, in Argylishire, ie now the resi- 
dence of Andrew Noble. But when they settled 
in County Antrim in the sixteenth century they 
@ave the name of Dunderave Castle to their new 
home there.

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There is a tragic episode in the Macnaghten 
family history. Towards the end of the eight- 
eenth century John Machaghten, high sheriff of 
County Antrim, brought himself to the verge of 
ruin through gambling. In ,jhis desperation he 
tried to induce the daughter and heiress of his 
best friend to marry him. She refused. Then he 
waylaid the conch, as the family was traveling 
to Dublin, and, losing his head, fired into the 
cartiage, killing the girl he had wished to wed. 

He was quickly arrested, tried, convicted, and 
condemned to death, the relatives of the murdered 
girl taking part in the erection of the gallows. 
The crowd, won by his cool and unruffled bear- 
ing at the execution, manifested sympathy to- 
wards him, and when he had been launched from 
the ladder into space and the rope broke, the 
spectators entreated him to run for his life, open- 
ing a way for him, and showing plainly that they 
would prevent his being pursued. But he re- 
fused to take advantage of their good will, re- 
climbed the ladder, helped the hangman to adjust 
the new rope round his neck, and then exclaim- 
ing: “I will never live to be pointed at as the 
half’ hanged Macnaghten,” jumped off the ladder 
of his own accord, and was quickly strangled to 
death.

@ candidate for the office. Thanks to this ap-

WHY IS YOUR CHILD AN IT? 


F the backward children Dr. L. B. 
Ayres of the Russell Sage foun- 
dation says: “ We know them in 
school as the children who are 
always a little behind physically, 
a little behind intellectually, and a little 
behind in the power te do. Such a child 
ie the one who ts always an ‘it’ in the 
competitive games of childhood.”’ 

He further says that when a child fails 
to keep up in work, study, or play he is 
being educated to consider himself not 
the equal of his fellows; finally he be- 
comes thoroughly trained in failure and 


each group sustains the conclusion of the 
other. A very large proportion of the 
beckward children have poor vision. A 
very large proportion of the children with 
poor vision are backward. 

Tens of thousands of children have been 
investigated. The investigations have 
been made in Europe and in many parts 
of the United States. Some of the in- 
vestigators were eye specialists, some 
achool teachers in ordinary everyday 
schools, and some were associated with 
reform schools. There is no possibility 
that by any accident the cases were not 
typical. We can be certain that the pro- 
portions found are about the proportions 
existing in the schools of our town.

Dr. Shaw, before the last international 
congress on school hygiene, said that in 
his experience 66 per cent of the backward 
children who were not subnormal men- 
tally had ocular defects. Some were near- 
sighted, some farsighted, some stigmatic, 
and some had cross eyes. When the 
eyes were properly cared for the children 
ceased to train for failure. They ceased 
to be the “ its.” 

He made a special plea that something 
be done for the cross-eyed children. Moet 
people believe that children outgrow 
cross eyes. They do not. Behind the 
cross eyes ie trouble with the vision. Gen- 
erally croes-eyed children are farsighted. 
In their straining to see in spite of their 
infirmity the eyes are pulled out of line, 
sometimes one, sorretimes both. 

Generally the eye which is most far- 
sighted ie pulled in. As that eye looks 
in one direction ft forms one picture. The 
eye looking forward forms another. The 
cross-eyed person endeavors to see two 
pictures at once. Fut, however capable 
the two eyee may be of seeing two pic- 
tures at the eame time, the brain can 
register only one. 

In the early day< of cross eyes there is 
a struggle between these two pictures for 
supremacy in the brain register. Confu- 
sion results—viaion confusion and then 
brain confusion. A way out must be 
found. The way is blindness in the 
crossed eye. A cross-eyed man sees with 
the eye that is looking at the object his 
mind is on. What the other eye sees the 
man does not see. The result—the 
crossed eye paeses from usefulness 
through incapacity into degeneration. 

~o 

Dr. Shaw thinks croas eyes should be 
discovered when they first begin to cross. 
To do this properly every child should 
have an examination of the eyes before 
starting the first grade, followed by oc- 
casional examinatiuns throughout school 
life. 

When there are no echool physicians the 
teacher can catch many cases of squint 
in the very early stage by following a 
simple test. The pupil looks intently at 
a@ sentence on the biackboard twenty feet 
away. The teacher covers first one and 
then the other of the student's eyes. When 
the hand is suddenly removed from in 
front of a badly defective eye it will be 
noticed that the ese is slightly crossed 
and that it will quickly jump back into 
line. Such childrevy should go to the 
eye specialist for a more careful exem- 
ination.

Aside from the use of this method the 
teacher is in a very good position to judge 
of the sight of the student. Dr. Baker 
even went so far as to say “* the teachers 
are in a better position to diagnose eys 
strain than the inspector or nurse, not 
from the fact that the child cannot read 
the test card but from the symptoms 
shown in the classroom during the usual 
period of school hours.” 

As ore can infer from the above state- 
ment by Dr. Baker, there are simple test 
cards available everywhere, by the use 
of which a teacher can form a fair idea 
of the vision. In addition to using these 
an observant teacher can strongly sue- 
pect eye strain from such signe as fre- 
quent sties, redness of the lids, excess 
of tears, intolerance of light, squinting, 
habituai blinking, wrinkling of the brows, 
catspaws at the outer side of the eyes, 
holding the head sideways, bending over 
the work, or frequent shifting of posi- 
tion. 


Dr. Shaw told of a boy whom one teach- 
er reported spending the long echool hours 
practically unemployed, twisting and 
turning about on his seat, making strange 
gtimaces. The trouble with the boy was 
that he had opacities on hie cornea. “ Sit- 
ting through the school session without 
any intelligent idea of what was going on 
about him, the child was simply amusing 
himself getting glimpees of the light 
which streamed into the room from the 
various windowe.” 


se 

Dr. Fulkerson studied the proportion of 
children having poor vision among a lot 
of backward children. He found that 58 
per cent of them were deficient because 
their sight was bad. By remedying the 
defects the children were able to train 
away from failure. He quoted others as 
having found from 42 to 4 per cent of 
such children with eye defects. 

Wrerels says 25 per cent of school chil- 


drén have defective sight. The percent- 
wage of chiliiren with defective sigit among 


the backward fs more than double that 
among all children. He says that it costs 
$35 a year to teach each pupil. It costs 
$280 to carry each pupil to the eighth. 
grade If by reason of poor vision the 
child is backward it costs the community 
$280 to carry him to the fourth. 

On the basis of 7,814 children examined 
im a Philadelphia series, Wessels Gigures 
@ composite loss of $414,685. The extra 
expense to which Philadeiphia is put te 
educate backward children of poor vision 
he plawes at $87,000 a year. 


— 

The reports from those who are in 
charge of reformatories and prisons 
show that the proportion of those with 
poor sight is even larger. Dr. Case 
found that of 400 boys in the Elmira 
reformatory 223 needed glasses in order 
to do near work without suffering. In the 
New Jersey reformatory 83 per cent of 
the boys need to wear glasses. Dr. Wil- 
lam Richards said: 

“Some time ago I became impressed 
with the idea that the criminals I knew 
also were the most incompetent people I 
knew, and thought there might be some 
rélation between these two facta. I 
therefore made a physical examination 
of a good many criminals and found that 
they were all of them suffering from 
some form of physical defect.” 

William Evers, formerly guard on 
“ murderers’ row” in the Tombs, is 
quoted by Dr. Richards as follows: 

“I have been dealing with criminals 
for twenty-nine years; perhaps I have 
seen more murderers than any man in 
the United States, possibly in the world, 
and I have never seen a criminal who did 
not have some physical defect which 
in my opinion was the cause of his being 
where he was.” 


> 

Stimulated by his experience with crim- 
inals in the prisons in New York state 
and convinced that he was working at 
the wrong end of the line, Dr. Richards 
and hia associates for several years have 
been-succeasfully handling groups of in- 
eorrigibles in the New York school by 
attending to their physical defects and 


_ especially their visual defects. 


The children cared for fell into three 
groups. 

1. The ungraded, or those too backward 
for regular classes. This group formed 
half the total. 
| & Backward children who had to take 
more than one term toa grade. 

%. Delinquent children, truants, and 
those who kicked and bit and screamed 
every now and then and with whom noth- 
ing could Be done tn a disciplinary way. 

A great many people not especially in- 
terested in child welfare will be inter- 
ested in ome general position taken by 
Dr. Richards—there are a few grent 
causes of diseage which can be grouped 
under two general heads, “ faults of 
habit and “ faultsof structure.” These 
make a favorable soil for the exciting 
causes of disease to act upon. 


~~ 

Dr. Wesseis investigated the proportion 
of backward children among those with 
poor vision. In his Philadelphia city 
hall clinic he examined 9,167 school chil- 
dren. He found faulty vision in 7,319. The 
examinations were carefully made after 
the eyes had been prepared by the use of 
drops. Of the 7,819 children with poor 
vision he found upon investigation that 
5,211, or 72 per cent, were backward. The 
proportion of backward children in- 
creased as the age of the children in- 
creased. Only 2) per cent of the 8 year 
old children were backward. Of the 14 
yeer old children with poor sight % per 
cent were backward. 

Prof. Dufour laid down the following 
rules: 

1. In all schools the number of short- 
pant pupils increases from class to 


2 The average degree of shortsigted- 
ness increases from class to class. 

3. The number of shortsighted pupils 
increases with the increase in the schoo! 
demands. 

In other words school work is a strain 
on the eyes. The longer it lasts the more 
eyes give down under it, and the greater 
the degree of giving down, and the harder 
the work, the greater the number of eyes 
which give down. 


a 
Dr. Cohn found that fn the Breslau 
schools 6.7 per cent of the children in the 
elementary schools were nearsighted; 
in the academy grade, 19.7 per cent; in 
the university, 50.5 per cent. 

Dr. Rislay found in the Philadelphia 
schools that 4.27 per cent of the lower 
grade children were nearsighted. The 
percentage for the academy grades was 
19.23. Dre. Posey and McKenzie re- 
ported that 19.75 per cent of the students 
in the University of Pennsylvania were 
nearsighted. 

Dr. Parke Lewis advocated changing 
the educational ' method where it was 
evident that the eye was going down un- 
der the strain. Some of these cases can 
be adequately cared for by properly fitted 
glasses. Some can be relieved by chang- 
ting the light or the position of the desk 
or some other detail. However, there 
remain cases in which the eye strain is 
too great In spite of what is done. For 
these Dr. Lewis suggests there be less 
Treading and more instruction by other 
means. » 


—- 

Rossean wrote: “ The child who reads 
does not think; he does nothing but read; 
he gets no instruction; he learns words.” 
With a good part of this Dr. Lewis agrees. 
When a child reads he first gets the words 
from the printed page. He then forms 
a mental image of the thought contained 
in the words. 

Dr. Lewis says this is a roundabout 
process. The mind may midway of 
the process whereupon the printed words 
mean nothing. To show a child an orange. 
to permit him to handle it as he is told 
about oranges, is a better pedagogic 


method. By teaching the science through 


the art we teach better and we epare 
the eyes. , 
Returning to the starting point the 
“it” child is being trained to timidity, 
self-effacement, lack of courage, and an 
acceptance of inequality. A very large 
propertion of the backward children can 
be made normally capable. A very large 
part of the trouble is due to poor sight. 
The figures show that children with poor 
eyes ate backward and aleo that back- 
ward children have poor eyes.

BERMANY’S WAR | 


DEFENSIVE ONLY, 
SAYS DR, SIMMEL 


University of Strassburg Pro- 
fessor Asserts Teutons Are 
| Forced to Be Militaristic. 


Dr. Georg Simmel, professor of 
Philosophy in the University of 
Straseburg, Germany, wrote the fol- 
lowing letter in reply to one writ- 
ten to him by Prof. Albion W. Small, 
dean of the graduate echool of lit- 
erature, arts, and sciences in the 
University of Chicago. 


Y Dear Colleague: Your tetter of 

early November has just now 

reached me six weeks after it 

was mailed. I thank you for the 

trouble which you gave yourself, 

and I should be happy if all of your coun- 

trymen had as much objectivity and de- 

sire for justice toward our cause as you 

have. and especially if they would also 

in practice preserve actual neutrality. 
More than that we do not demand. 

I should recognize the explanations in 
your letter as satisfactory if they did 
not rest upon two fundamental ideas 
which, at many points in neutral coun- 
tries and, indeed, with the majority of 
private persons in the hostile nations. 
signify essential and total misunderstand- 
ing of our situation. That is, you evi- 
dently believe that Germany could have 
avoided the war, and that because Ger- 
many did not do this, it wanted the war. 
This is the greatest and most fata) his- 
torical mistake. 

There is not a human being in Germany 
who does not, precisely az you do; regard 
this war as the most fearful catastrophe 
that could befall civilization. But it has 
been irrefutably proved that our three 
enemies had been in a conspiracy for 
years to destroy Germany. Russia had 
mobilized against us at a time when we 
had net called a single soldier to the 
colora, and from that fact everything 
developed precisely as it had been deter- 
mined by the program of our enemies. 
For Germany this is a purely defensive 
war. [The writer underscores this sen- 
tence.) , , 

: _ 

We do not want to gain ary lands by 
conquest, and if we should succeed in 
defeating our enemies we should thereby 
make not the slightest gain, but we should 
merely have saved what we already pos- 
sessed. If, on the other hand, our ene- 
mies destroyed Germany they would gain 
enormously thereby. Please read the sort 
of annexation projects with which the 
Ruesian and French papers entertain 
their readers. 

Germany had ‘absolutely ro choice. It 
was obliged to defend itself on every aide 
or be crushed beyond power of resistance. 
And only because Germany defended it- 
self with such power that it carried the 
war into the enemies’ country has the 
superficial opinion arisen among many 
neutrals that we are waging an offensive 
war. If we were defeated, if the enemy 
had obtained standing ground in our 
country, people would more easily see that 
there ie nothing fn this idea that Ger- 
many ie waging an offensive war. The 
war was forced upon us. Every man in 
Germany knows that, and if every one 
did not know it the present wonderful 
unity of Germany could never have come 
into existence. Nobody in Germany could 
have been commanded for an offensive 
war—that I surely must know, after I 
have lived in Germany fifty-six years. 


oe 

I can express myeelf more briefly with 
reference to the other point, vic.: German 
“ militariem ’’—about which the Ameri- 
cans evidently have the most fantastic 
ideas, and which furnish another example 
of the power of slogans and their hypnotic 
effect. Please take a look at the map of 
Europe. There is no other country so ex- 
posed as Germany, none which—as we 
have long known, and which is now dem- 
onstrating itself—ia located between dead- 
ly enemies. If we did not do everything 
within our powert to secure ourselves 
ageinst this tremendous menace, we 
should be insane or criminal. Tt would 
be necessary for every other nation, 
America included, to ect in precisely the 
same way. No other country whatsoever 
needs to be militaristic, since nobody has 
a thought of attacking Russia, or France, 
or Engtand. Germany alone is forced by 
tts position to be militaristic. 

As to other matters, I can assure you 
that no responsible person among us be- 
lieves that the German kultur is the one 
and only valuable kultur. Of course, there 
are certain nationalistic screamers who 
cry euch things out in the world, and un- 
fortunately their voices reach into the 
American world. From this distance we 
can do nothing to prevent them. Nor can 
we, in the present tremendous patriotic 
excitement, hinder certain newspapers 
from falling into that tone; but neither 
in the cage of those personalities who are 
decisive for Germany nor among the 
masses is this “nalve blunder’ to be 
found. But because the few screamers 
are the most audible, foreigners allow 
themselves to be deceived. 


= 
Now oné thing more. I know that tn the 
world in géferal we are not loved, and 
I wilt not attempt to weigh the question 
as to the degtee in which our own fault 
ie reeponsible for this fact. What aston- 
ishes me, however, te the lack of chival- 
rous feeling at present manifested by 
other nations. As a general ruk, people 
have a certain sort of sympathy for any 
one who is attacked by more powerful 
enemies. If so and so many strong men 
combine against a singte one, chivalry de- 
mande some manner of sympathy toward 
the one so attacked, no matter what the 
attitude would be towards him under oth- 
er circumstancea 
The fact that thie reaction is eviently 
wholly lacking among the neutrai¢ in the 
present situation is to me a serious symp- 
tom of the moral constitution of the con- 
temporary world. Indeed, as you well 
know, this and thet country hae simply 
deferred attacking us until it might he 
sure that things were going against us. 
You will understand that this is not con- 
ducive to a precisely optimistic opinion 
about the public morality of our world,

Russia a Temperance Nation 


Che Mite rir be 
HAT war has its uses and its rewards as well as its evils and sufferings 
has been illustrated in Russia even more powerfully tnan in the United 


Kingdom. Just as all classes in the British isles have been drawn to- 
gether against a common enemy, and as people of all creeds and opin- 


ions have sunk their differences for the period of the great struggle upon 


which they are engaged, so also in Russia, Jew and gentile, bureaucrat and 
revolutionary, have combined for the defense of the empire. The feeling of 
patriotism is, if anything, stronger, at any rate more apparent, than in the 
United Kingdom, because, for one thing, this war is more personal and real to 
the Russian than to the average Briton. War is at the very gates of Russia 
in a way from which we in our island kingdom are happily free. In a country 
of universal conscription, too, every one has a relative in the army, while in 
Petrograd, at any rate, one is so close to the scene of conflict that evidences of 
ite results are apparent on all sides. One cannot go into a restaurant but s0l- 
diers, returned from the front, come limping in, with their arms in slings or 
with bandages round their heads. Almost every street has its Red Cross hos- 
pital, sometimes more than one. Everybody one visits talks of the r, of 


their sons and brothers in the army, while the women put aside the t 


they are knitting for the soldier at the front as they rise to greet you. 

Thus it is that in Petrograd, while superficially matters run smoothly and 
without excitement, just as in London, in reality deep down under the surface 
of things there is a great and momentous change. Russians have become 
more patriotic, more earnest in their ideals, more loyal to emperor and coun- 
try, more thoughtful of the sufferings of others. Most astonishing of all, they 
have become a temperance nation. What the bills of the duma, what the 
agonized efforts of the peasants fighting against their insidious enemy, what 
the personal wishes of the emperor himself have failed to effect the first 
breath of war has accomplished in a single night. Truly in Russia war, if an 
evil, has carried a blessing in its train. , 

Since the days of Count Witte the manufacture of vodka has been a state 
monopoly and has constituted an important part, indeed the largest item, of 
the state revenues. In the year 1913 out of ah ordinary revenue of 3,415,000,000 
rubles the revenue from the liquor monopoly was 900,000,000 ruvles, as against 
813,000,000 rubles from the state railways, the next largest source of revenue, 
This figure does not, however, represent the net profits from the state monop- 
oly. Two hundred and thirty-six million eight hundred thousand rubles, rep- 
resenting the working expenses, must be deducted, leaving a balance of 663,- 
200,000 rubles, or £70,000,000. If this sum, or rather the annual drink bill, 
about £160,000,000, be divided among the enormous population of the empire 
the per capita consumption will be found to be a small one—the smallest in 
Europe, in fact. with the exception of Norway. Thus the anriual drink bill of 
Great Britain, which is about the same as that of Russia, represents a per 
capita consumption of 66 shillings, as against Russia's ‘18 shillings, or 3.42 
gallons proof against 9.95. The evil lay in the fact that the Russians con- 
sumed a far greater amount of raw spirit than of other forms of alcohol— 
about two gallons at 40 per cent, or twice the English consumption. This fact 
may be illustrated by the figures just published. in the Russian statistical 
annual, which show that the production of the distilleries of the empire in 
1911 was 123,887,100 vedros (335,360,000 gallons), as against 85,826,800 vedros 
(232,330,000 gallons), the output of the breweries. 

Almost from the beginning of the duma's existence It took up the question 
of temperance, but the difficulties of the problem were enormous. Not only 
was there the question of finding a substitute for the large revenue derived 
from the state monopoly but the industries dependent on the manufacture of 
spirit—rye and potato growing—and agriculture generally had to be considered, 
besides the fact that cessation of distillatton would deprive the peqple of 4 
cheap combustible and illuminant. More difficult still was the problem of the 
peasant himself in relation to drink Though fully conscious of the evil effects 
of vodka, he had learned by experience that he was incapable of exercising the 
necessary self-restraint. 

ae 

Nevertheless, the peasant deputies of the duma brought forward a resolu- 
tion urging a yearly decrease in the output of the spirit monopoly, that all 
villages should possess local option, and that the hours during which the sale 
of lMquor might be effected and the quantities which might be 6old daily to one 
individual should be definitely regulated. The peasant deputies further urged 
that the loss of revenue thus brought about might be met in various ways, the 
principal one suggested being the purchase by the state of private railways. 
These resolutions, approved by the third duma, were embodied in 1913 after a 
delay of several years in a bill drafted by a special commission of the house 
end sent to the upper chamber, where it passed the committee stage with cer- 
tain amendments. The government objections to the abolition proposals were 
nlong the lines of criticism indicated above, while the inexpediency and injus- 
tice of state expropriation of the railways were pointed out. Even if such a 
course should enable the state to forego its liquor monopoly it was doubtful if 
abolition would have any effect on temperance. Nevertheless, the government, 
complying with a résolution of the upper house, introduced a bill to promote 
the temperance thoyement, and further issued regulations to limit hours of 
opening for all state liquor shops outside municipal limits, to conform to all 
resolutions of village assemblies as to closing of such shops, and to reduce 
their number in districts suffering from failure of crops. 

In January of last year the duma’s bill came up for discussion in the 
council of the empire. Contrary to all expectation, the council not only favored 
the attitude of the lower house but actually adopted provisions of the most 
drastic kind. These provisions embodied full local option to all consumers, 
townships, and villages, the right of all local bodies to restrict or prohibit the 
gale of lNaquor, and the right of women to vote in these matters tn the village 
motes, thus practically assuring a majority for prohibition In every Russian 
commune. The council, however, in view of government criticism, subse- 
quently modified these somewhat drastic provisions. The prohibition resolu- 
tions passed by the communes were limited to a term of three years, while a 
qualification was introduced to the effect that communal prohibition should 


not affect the opening of liquor shops on private lands, 


—_- 

After its passage through the upper house the peasants’ bill was referred 
to a joint committee of the two houses, whence, after being returned to the 
duma, it would probably have become law in course of time had not the out- 
break of war occurred. As it was, a new complexion was given to the whole 
question by the attitude of the emperor. On the retirement of Count Kokovtsov 
the czar took the opportunity of emphasizing his personal interest in the tem- 
perance question. He had been strongly impressed during his tour in connec- 
tion with the Romanov tercentenary with the necessity for temperance reform, 

izing how intimately the question was bound up with finance, the impe- 
rial rescript on the subject, which was quoted in the Times last April, was 
addressed to M. Barck, the new minister of finance. The rescript reads: “I 
have come to the firm conviction that the duty lies upon me, before God and 
Russia, to introduce into the management of the state finances and of the eco- 
nomic problems of the country fundamental reforms for the welfare of my 
beloved people. It is not meet that the welfare of the exchequer should be 
dependent upon the ruin of the spiritual and productive ener 
my loyal subjects.” 

_ The emperor's message brought an immediate response from the peasants. 
Throughout the empire they essembled in their village motes to petition the 
government to close the monopoly shops. These petitions were complied with. 
But the difficulties, often foreseen, of such a situation manifested themselves 
im the perversity and weakness inherent in human nature. In som® instances, 
after an abstinence of several weeks, the peasants decided that they could not 
eridure enforced temperance any longer; and sent up a fresh petition to have 
the liquor shops opened again. It was evident that, legislation or no legisia- 
tion, the desire for strong drink could not be suppressed in a day, and that 
the growth of a true temperance movement must necessarily be slow. Dis- 
cussing the subject in April last, the Times observed that “ encouragement to 
the peasant to abstain from the noxious fascination of the vodka bottle must. 
in order to be effective take the form of some other attraction.” Three months 
after these words were written war broke out, and that other attraction had 
been found: Russia, as all the world knows, from being one of the most 
drunken nations in Europe, automatically and at once became a people almost 
of total abstinence. During mobilization the state liquor snops were closed; 
this temporary measure has been continued, and now the czar has announced 
his decision to prohibit forever the state sale of vodka. 

eo 

The liquor prohibition laws now in force are embodie@ tn a regulation 
adopted by the council of ministers and confirmed by the czar, dated Oct. 26, 
1914. The regulation empowers the minister of finance, as from Nov. 14, 1914, 
to permit in cities, on conditions determined by him, the sale of beer and porter 
for consumption on the premises, with the proviso that In localities in a state 
of war or siege such permission shall be given only with the consent of the 
military authorities. Moreover, in the event of petitions being presented by 
interested public bodies for the complete stoppage of the trade in strong drink 
the sale of beer and porter will not be allowed, while should any infringement 
of the foregoing provisions occur superintendents of excise are required to take 
the necessary steps in conjunction with the civil and military authorities to 
close the offending establishments. The regulation furthermore declares that 
till the end of the war the sale of liquor will be entirely stopped on the peti- 


‘tion of village and volost societies, provincial assemblies, and municipal coun- 


cils, by order of provincial and city governors, and on the petition of other 
interes bodies.

rendered by various pudlic and provincial institutions of Russia, have now 
been collected by the chief ge gop peate® Bene gg oveem — In —— 
local for the th of May 1,814 p ecisions prono ;

Thus throughout the Rus- 
sian empire there were few towns where the Sale of beer was permitted, in 
aceordance with the resolution of the council of ministers, after Nov. 14. More 
over, the commander in chief has forbidden the sale of beer and porter in all 


localities in_a state of war or siege. |

The question of new forms of taxation to meet the loss of revenue in- 
volved Dy the state prohibition is discussed in another article. Here it will be 
necessary only to emphasize some of the more obvious benefits, social, phys- 
ical, and moral, which abstinence from drink has conferred upon Russia.

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GIVES BRITISH 
VIEW OF TROUBLE 
ON CONTRABAND 


Says U. $, and England Both 
at Fault; Proposes Way 


By Sydney Brooks. 

ONDON, Jan. 16.—[Special Corre- 

spondence. }]—There seems to be an 

idea in the United States that Eng- 

land is full of people who go about 

muttering: “Just look at those 

Americans! They see Belgium struck to 

the ground and never raise a single voice 

of official protests against the greatest 
infamy of modern times. 

“ They see convention after convention 
to which their signature is attached torn 
up and dishonored and keep meekly alient. 
But directly their pockets are touched, di- 
rectly Great Britain, fighting for her life, 
interferes with the profits they are mak- 
ing out of selling contraband goods to Ger- 
many, then the eagle begins to scream, 
then we have notes and representations 
and a great clamor in congress and the 
press. 

“What a commentary on their ideal- 
ism, on their political intelligence, on their 
sense of proportion. What an ex- 
hibition of sheer mercenary humbug! 
Thank heaven, we know the Americans 
at last. There they stand, self-reveaied, 
@ dollars and cents nation and 
more.” :

Well, of course and unquestionably, 
there are people in England who are talk- 
ing in this strain Every American in 
London and every Englishman who is 
suspected of being partial to Americans 
has had to put up with a good deal of 
criticiam along these lines ever since 
Dr. Page presented the American note. 
It has for the most part been private 
talk: little of it has found its way into 
print. This is partly because journalisis 
have a certain sense of responeibility and 


| partly because they havea greater know!l- 


edge of America than the average man. 
All, or nearly all, the leading London pa- 
pers have commented on the American 
note with moderation and a frank recog- 
nition of the difficulties that the war and 
British policy have between them brought 
upon the United States. 

But in the freedom of ordinary conver- 
sation many harsh and bitter and stupid 
things have undoubtedly been said. Noth- 
ing élse could have been expected. The 
Contrast was too easy and obvious for 
the “man in the street” to resist. Of 
course, by the side of the tremendous 
issues that are being fought out on the 
battlefield a squabble over American ex- 
ports of cotton, copper, and foodstuffs 
seems to Englishmen a secondary matter. 

They take it for granted that a way out 
‘will be speedily found. It does not worry 
them in the least. But their first and 
most natural emotion has been to com- 
pleir somewhat savagely that the Ameri- 
cans, of all people in the world, should 
be doing anything to make Great Brit- 
ain’s task any harder then it is, to drop 
a few pointed reflections on the American 
national character, and, as! have said, to 
draw a vivid contrast between Ammner- 
ican government's silence in the face of 
Belgium’s misery and its vociferous en- 
ergy in upholding some rather dubious 
commercial interests.

Personally I have never felt the force 
of this contrast, not merely because, 
knowing America, I am conscious of its 
fundamental justice, but also because, in 
my judgment, President Wilson did the 
right and wise thing in declining to ex- 
press any opinion on the conduct of the 
war or the rights and wrongs of its vari- 
ous Incidents. 

If the United States had decided to pros 
test againet Germany’s treatment of Bel. 
gium, or against any of the numberless 
infractions, real or alleged, of the Hague 
conventions, it would have spent the 
whole of the last five and a half months 
doing nothing else. It could not have 
ventured to protest on mere hearsay and 
ex parte evidence and without learning 
both sides of each specific caee: it would 
have had to appoint one commission of 


inquiry after another to investigate every | 


“atrocity” and every accusation, and 
Europe, by now, would have been dotted 
with American committees coljecting tes- 
timony in regard to Belgium, floating | 
mines, pecuniary levies on civilians, the 
bombardment of open towns, the use of 
dumdum bullets, and I know not what 
else. . ;

The thing would have become impossi- 
bly ludicrous, and all the belligerents, 
with one accord, would finally have. 
rounded on the American investigators 


and packed them off home. If my opin- 
—————— 
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ion, President Wilson was, and ts; abso- 
lutely justified in refusing to be drawn 
into any controversy or any expression 
of opinion, so long as the war lasts, on 
matters that concern the United States 
only indirectly. 

This ia, I believe, the view of most Eng- 
lishtren who stop to think and have any 
experience of politics. So far from look- 
ing upon it asa reproach, they are much 
more inclined to congratulate President 
Wilson on his sensible circumspection in 
not yielding to the emotions of the mo- 
ment and in maintaining an inflexible 
neutfa!'ty. a = 

It follows, therefore, thet they have no 
complaint to make now that the president 
has seen fit to challenge, Im the name of 
American interests, a particular form of 
the exercise of British sea power. In his 
place they would almost certainly have 
done the same. They recognize that in 
this matter of contraband American in- 
tereste and British necessities are inevita- 
bly opposed, and were bound, sooner or 
later, to clash. 

Now that the collision has come, they 
are tackling the question of how to pre- 
vent its recurrence without any rancor 
end in a_i spirit of friendly good 
sense. They feel, no doubt, that even 
from the standpoint of the United 
States itself the dispute is a trivial mat- 
ter compared with the infinitely far- 
reaching questions that hang on the vic- 
tory or the defeat of Germany. But they 
are none the less anxious to have ft sat- 
isfactorily adjusted. "9

So far as the discussion has gone, no 
real difference of principle between the 
two governments has yet appeared. On 
fundamentals they are substantially 
alone; where they disagree is over minor 
details of method and procedure. Un- 
heppily, the authors of the American note 
tried to fasten upon British policy the 
chief responsibility for the falling off in 
American export trade. 

That was not only a doubtful conten- 


tion, it was also an irrelevant one, and | 


it gave Sir Bdward Grey an easy 
opening. Anything is better rather 
than that the British and American 
press and governments should plunge 
into’ an everlasting debate on the ex- 
tent to which the decrease in American 
trade with neutral countries is attributa- 
ble, to the general effects of the war. or 
to the specific action of the British navy in 
holding up American cargoes. 

I think it wae a mistake to raise the 
matter atall. It ig precisely one of those 
points that can be wrangled over forever 
without any approach to agreement on 
either side. In its more practical aspects 
the controversy seems to me to narrow 
itself down to three main problems:, 

First, is there, or can there be devised, 
any means by which an American cargo 
can be examined before leaving port and 
its innocence officially guaranteed? Has 
the American government no control 
whatever over manifests? It is very clear 
that if a federal officer, working prefer- 
ably with a British consular authority, 
could superintend the loading of a ship, 
and could issue a certificate declaring its 
cargo to be noncontraband, that ship 
would at once be immune from seizure, or 
detention, or further search by the British 
navy. 

In that way all innocent cargoes would 
be assured of a direct and uninter- 
rupted passage. I should think it would 
be well worth the while of the American 
authorities to consider whether some 
such plan, which would have all the 
greater value in British eyes if it were 
worked in codperation with British offi- 
clals, is not feasible.

The second main problem turns on 
whether ships are to be searched on the 
high seas or taken into British ports and 
searched in dock. As to that. British 
opinion, naval, commercial, official, and 
a | 
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popular, is unanimous. It is to the effect 
that modern sailing vessels cannot be 
properly searched of the high seas, and 
that if they are to bx r at allthey 
must be brought inle a harbor. There 
is ho likelihood whatever of the British 
government yielding this vital point. To 
ask it to do so is equivalent toasking it te 
abandon the right of search altogether. 
But while maintaining its essential tn- 
terests in this matter, I am convinced that. 
the British government might do away 
with much of the natural irritation that 
has been aroused in the United States by 
speeding up its machinery and conduct- 
ing its operations as publicly as possible. 
At present it is both sechet and dilatory. 
The admiralty seizes an American ship. 
When it reaches port it rests for a while 
until the port officials get * good and 
ready “ to examine ite cafgo. Then a re- 


miralty, which has just how other things 
to think of, puts thé repért in a pigeon- 
hole for a day or two-or a-week or two.

signor knows is that his ship, or his cargo, 
has been detained. “He potifies the state 
department. The state department ca- 
bles the American ambassador in London. 
The American ambassador goes at once 
to see Sir Edward Grey. Neither Sir Ed 
ward Grey nor anybody else in the foreign 
office has heard anything. at all about the 
incident. There is & further delay while 
the admiralty is bombarded by the foreign 
office for information. Finally the ship is 
released, or its cargo is sent to the prize 
court without a word being made public 
on the whole transaction. 

It seems to me that this procedure is 
susceptible to improvement. I believe, 
indeed, that if an immediate investiga- 
tion were made, preferably in the pres- 
ence and with the assistance of the local 
American consul, wheneVer an American 
ship or cargo is brought into a British 
port; if the facts of the matter, the 
grounds on which the vessel was held. 
the results of the examination of its cargo. 
and its immediate fate were at once com- 
municated, not only to the American em- 
bassador and government but to the 
American press and public, and if a ape- 
cial court of claims were instituted with 
an American sitting among the assessors, 
and with quick running machinery—if al) 
this were done, and with a little effort and 
imagination it could be done, I beleve 
that Americans would recognize that 
Great Britain was dolig eyerything pos- 
sible to meet their case afd to make the 
enforcement of a necessary policy as little 
irksome as might be. 

With these two reforms, and with a 
strengthening of the regulations in force 
in the neutral countri¢g égftiguous to the 
Germanic powers against the reéxporta- 
tion of contraband, the British and the 
Americans would sogm fifid, I imagine. 
that on neither side had they any very 
tangible grievance left to argue about.

NITED STATES Chese Champion 
frank J. Marshall thanks his na- 
tionality that he was aot interned 
im the European war sone. He 
Was playing in the masters’ tour- 

ney at Mannheim, Germany, at the time 
- Wat Was declared on Aug. 1. Most of the 
players were continentals. Those of Ger- 
man nativity are now serving in the kais- 
ers army, while the others, with a few 
exceptions, are held as prisoners of war. 
Marshall was conversing with John, the 
brilliant German master, when the latter 
received the tei¢ summoning him 
to join hig regiment and telling him 
where to report. “I must go,” remarkea 
John quietly, and departed without tell- 
ing where or why. 

Janowaki, the French champion, who 
was born in Poland but lives in Paris 
much of the time, was Marshall's oppo-

1908 he proved himself a notable gambit 
player by finishing second to Tschigorin 
in @ epecial gambit event at Vienna, dis- 
tamcing Pilisbury and Maroczy. 
Although he has scored many notable 
triumphs, Marshall's greatest year. artia- 
tically and financially, was 1904, when he 
won his first great tournament and the 
Grat prize of $1,000 at Cambridge Springs. 
near Erie, Pa. Finishing behind him were 
the greatest masters of the world, as fol- 
Janowski, Lasker, Marco, Sho-* 
walter, Schiecter, Tschigorin, Mieses, 
Pillsbury, Fox, Teichmann, Lawrence, 
Napier, Barry, Hosges, and Delmar. In 
this company the young master did not 
lose a game. He still carries the gold 


watch which was presented to him by the - 


Manhattan Chess club, New York, in 
honor of his victory. 

The fact that Marshall's earnings ir 
1904 from tournament play, exhibitio:. 
matches, lect'ires, and the sale of books. 
of which he has writien tliree, were in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 shows that chese 
masters are not overpaid as compared 
witn emoluments in some other branches 
of aporting endeavor.

_ Since 1904 Marshall has been an inter- 
ational figure, usually spending his sum- 
mers in Europe with matches and exhibi- 
tione and his falls and winters in this 
country. In 1908 he became United States 
champion by defeating J. W. Showalter 
of Kentucky at Lexington and Louisville 
in eight- out of thirteen games for the 
‘tithe and a purse of $500. The title had 
reverted to Showalter upon the death of | 
Pillsbury in 1906. : 

Marshall played Dr. Lasker, now 
years old, who has been world champion 
since 1894, in a series of games for the 
‘title at Chicago and New York in 1007. 
He was beaten decisively, and it always. 
-has been claimed for him that he is a bet- 
ter tourney than match player. He is 
perhaps most noted for what the Ger- 
mane call his “ schwindels.” 

Tournament matches usually are lim- 
ited to two hours for thirty moves. The 
“ schwindels" consists in making unex- 
pected moves when the match is nearing 
&@ close and one’s opponent is limited for 
time, so far from the orthodox that they 
are confusing and may cause an adver- 
sary to go wrong at the critica! time.

In his exhibitions Marshall prefers si-. 


fold variety of which Pillsbury was a 
past master. Because of Pillsbury’s pre- 
eminence in that field (his best record 
being a twenty-two game sweep at one 
sitting) the present champion has not 
given much attention to that atyle of play. 
Of 172 games of simultaneous chess 
played in his recent exhibitions against 
the best players of Chicago, Marshall won 
149, lost 9, and drew 14. 

Marshall was married in 1905 to Miss 
Caroline Krause of New York and has a 
son 9 yeare old, Frank J. Jt., who plays 
the game, but has never taken it up seri- 
ously, as his father thinks school work 
needs more attention now because the 
boy has lost some time by traveling with 
his father on European trips. So wheth- 
er Marshall Jr. has the temperament and 
aptitude to succeed his father as cham- 
pion remains for the future to unfold.
